And pet 
though they haue it grated them that the wozds 
eſpecially concerne Martpꝛs, vet vnderſtanding 
the woꝛds generally, they ſerue aſwel to the c6- 
fozt of them, & rather better, than if they were 
true anly in them. Foz this argument followeth 
ſtrongly, whoſoeuer dieth in the Lozd,chat is in 
a right s ſoũd chꝛiſtian faith,he is thencefozthim 
mediati bleſſed, æ cherfoze marty2s, who not on 
ly dye iap faith. but fo2 that faith. Further, who 
knoweth not, that it is an vſaall thing in the ſcri⸗ 
ptures , in all other good learning,to pꝛoue par⸗ 
ticulars by generals? And therfoze what reaſon 
ts thereto the contrarp,but that here to the com» 
fozting ot them that dpe fo; the Lozv, the bleſſed 
fate generally of al that dye in pLo2d,ſhould bs 
let fogzth,. wherein they might lee themſelues 
of al other vudoubtevly inrludrd ꝛereby then it 
appeareth , that their reaſon of retraining che 
nn nt rs we Lozd,is taken 
aar, i therme allo the nn 
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woldinter theripon fallethtoþground.Beſkdes 
this ; diverſe reaſons Ahane,which — me 
to vnverſtand the woozdes generally of all that 
die in the Lozd,when and whereſoene n and they 
are thele, irſt it is ſomewhat harve to tranllate 
i os Kvgi which is in the Lode, fo2 che'Lode. 
Decondly, when the circumſtance & coherence of 
the text wil wel ſuffec(as in this place that it ca- 
ry a ſenſe to the generall cofo2t of Gods Church 
then vnneceſſarilp to reſtraine it to ſome ſozr of 
members therok only, cãnot be but a fault. Fon it 
is, as it were a needleſle (hzinking vp of che ſin⸗ 
news, and pulling in ofthe armes of the holy ſcri⸗ 
pture . And laſtly in the tnterpꝛeting offcriprure 
it is a rule greatly to be commended, It the que 
tion of the ſenſe ariſe vpon a ph2aſe of ſpeech ( as 
here it doth)to conſider the vſe of the ſame oz like 
phaſe in other places of ſcripture, and evroke 
it in that ſenſe,that beſt agreeth wich the die ther 
of mother places of Now in this caſe 
we neither finde, chat to liue in the Lo oꝝ to die 
in the Loꝛde are taken in any other place ſoꝝ to 
liue oz die fo) the Lozves ſakethut to vyr in the 
Loe to bee taken inthis gener all ſer ſe, to de- 
part this lift in a 'ſounde and 
faith, wer finde elſewhere in the Scripture. Fo2 
+11Theſal. 4. (whereiris euſdent that the Apo- 

generalipof all thoſe that ſhal baue 
a Wr hee calleth them — 
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thoſe that ſſecpe in leſus. verſ.14.afterthoſe 
that be dead in Chriſt verſe. 16. where it were 
abſurd to reſtraine theſe phaſes to thoſe only 
that dy fo2 Chꝛiſts cauſe, Foz it were to teſtrain 
the comfozt of the generall reſurrection only to 
ſuch. Theſe and ſome other ſuch like reaſons (as 
it ſhould ſeeme,) haue infoxced our Rhemiſts vp⸗ 
on this place(though they plainiy ſhew,that they 
would very gladly haue the wozds reſtrained on» 
ly to Martyꝛs, that ſo eaſily they might ſhifte off 
the place when it is alleadged againſt their pur - 
cato2p)to tonfeſſe that yet it map be takt as ſyo· 
ken generally of all that departe in the ſtate of 
grace.Ulherefoze ſeeing this general ſenſe moſt 
fully and ſtrongly anſwereththe circumſtances 
ofthe text,beſt agreeth with the letter therof,of- 
ferethmoze generall comfozt to Gods childzen, 
accoꝛdeth beſt with the vſe of the lame, and other 
the like phꝛaſes in other places of the Scripture 
(in ſo much that our very aduerſaries, againſt 
whom moſt that ſenſr maketh, haue in pꝛint con- 
feſſed that, that may be the ſenſe)we may ſafelye 
conclude,that they which are here ſpoken of, are 
all generally, char depart this life in Chziſt Je- 
ſus our Loꝛde, whether they liued oz dyed be-

Fo therby we learne,that vnleſſe we pers 
leuere vatoour end in refuſing the beaſts marke 
both in foxehead & hand, that is, any way to be fa- 
uozers ofthe abhominatibs and of 
Antichziſt(what meanes ſoeuer he vleto ſeduce 
vs) aud continue alſo in a conſtit and ſincere pꝛo⸗ 
feſſion ol Chziſts truth vnto our death, that here 
is no cumtogt at all otered vnto vs: but our 
tion is let downe befoze by the voice of the 3. 
gell, to dzinke of the cup of Gods wꝛath, and to be 
tozmented etermoze:Ulherfoze let cuerponeof 
vs not only take warning by the light ofthe goſ- 


ſelues quite from Antichuſt and his religid, and 
to benofauozersofhim oꝛ his opinions either ſe»

do what he can againſt vs therfoze: and that ſo al 
backſlidersfrom the ſincere religion of Jeſus 
Chzift,are alſo ſhut out from this number of che 
that dye inthe Loꝛd. 

Further pet we are to weigh the foꝛte of this Theneceſ 
phꝛaſel in the 102d) fo2 it is of great impoztance, *"* N 
in that cutdently thereby is caught vs, bat there an 
is a very nigh coniunction and vnion neceſſari· Chriſt. 
ly required to bee bet wixt the Loꝛde and them, 
that euer woulde bee of the number of chem 
that die in the Loꝛde. Jt is not enough therefoze 
fo ſuch to knowe the Lozde, what hee is in na· 
ture, and what hee is in office, and to be able any 
willing to vtter their knowledge , vnleſle there - 
withall they pꝛoceede euen to be in the Loꝛd. F oʒ 
the fozmer is but to come nigh him, which is 
not hing, except wee get intohim. The neceſſitie 
of this vnion hetwixt vs and our Lozd and Sa- 
utour 
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niour Jeſus (02 elle wee cannot bee ſaued) ari- 
ſeth of this, that wheras our ſaluation lpeth 
in an attonement and vnion betwixt god and vs, 
and there is no other meanes in the wiledome ol 
God found out and appointed to vs men, hauing 
by our ſinnes made a diuiſion bet wirt him and 
vs, to recouer this vnion againe with God, but 
by, becomming one with Cyꝛiſt Jeſus our Lozd, 
in whoſe perſon fo2 our lakes. God - head and ma-* 
hoode bee vnitedz ſo that thereupon it muſt needs 
thus and with vs, that vncill wee bee in Chiift, 
and ſo one with him, wee remaine ſtill deade in 
our ſinnes and treſpaſſes,at enmit pe with God, 
and indeede without life befoze him. But when 
it is once come to paſſe, that wee are in him, in- 
gratted aud growing in him, then our heauenly 
father, being well plealed in him, becommeth to 
be ſo alſo in vs fo his ſake.CAhereuppon it muſt 
needes bee, that our ſinnes are foꝛgiuen, and that 
we are at one againe with God, and liue in — 
in his ſight. in that Chꝛiſt liueth in vs and wee i 
him. Do that as necc\ſary as the vnion of the 
ſoule and body ol man be to cauſe this tempozall 
life:ſoneevefullis the vnion of Chziſt ſpiritual · 
ly, to euery man to cauſe him to liue befoꝛe God. 
Fo2 as the body is dead when the ſoul is ſundzed 
from itʒſo whole man, though otherwiſe in reſ- 
pect ofthis common like he be neuer ſo liuely, is 
ſtarke dead ſpiritually, whiles Chyilt and — 
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ſeuered. Foz as we read r. Jh. 5. 1 1. that this is 
a moſt certain truth, that God hath giuen vnto 
vs eternal life: ſo this is as certaine ( as it there 
followeth)that this life is in his ſonne . Uherup⸗ 
on (as he laith in the next verſe ) thus the caſe ſta. 
deth, that he that hath the ſonne hath liſe and 
he that hath not the ſon hath not life. Foz con- 
firmation ofthis doctrine of the neceſlitye of our 
ſpiricuall and mpſticall vnion withChuiſt it ſer- 
ueth.chat he is called the head, and all that ſhall 
be ſaued, his Church and body, Coloſ. 1. 1 8. Ep. 
1. 22. 23. and that he is comparcd by himſelt (Je. 
15. c. to a vine whereinto his heauenly father, 
ſo ingraſteth al thoſe, as branches, that ſhall be 
ſaued, that they grow in him, and that alſo cb. 
6.5 5. where be compareth his fleſh to meat m- 
deede, and his blood to drinke indeede, in the 
eating and drinking whereof lyeth ſaluation, 
and in tlie not eating and drinking whereof 
lyeth damnation as there hee ſapeth expꝛellye 
verſe 53.54, Fa by thele metaphoꝛs it is eui- 
dent (eſpeciallpe ſeeing the grvunde ofthem is 
the fimiliruve betweene the metaphoz and the 
thing metaphoꝛiſed) euen in this pointe. that as 
the bodye receiueth life from the heade, and is 
dead without it: as the bʒanch though it bet ve 
ner ſo nec re the vine ſtock pet if it abide not in it. 
and growe nat in it, hath no life there from, and 
theretoze withereth, and if it abide in it, _

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liketh and fructifiech:andgs the hungrie a thir- 
Lie haue not the beneſte of meate and danke to 
live by, by comming where it is ſeeing it. and 
knowing it, hut hy enting and dzinking thereof, 
and digeſting it, fo that by the fozce of nature 
there may growe anvnion}betwixt them e their 
meate:euen ſo it is as neceflarp,that the Church 
be vnited to het head Chꝛiſt, engratted into him. 
and grow in him and that euer one that wouly 
bee ſaued eate him and dzinke him, and that ſo 
effectually, as that hee may be their ſpitituall 
foode. Foz if it be thus they (hall liue foʒ euet by 
him, other wiſe they remain in death, wither, and 
maſk periſh. AndtherefozeChailt (Lohn. 15,5.) 
ſaith ;Hethatabidetb in mee and I in him, the 
ſamebringethforthmuch fruit. And in the next 
verſe he addeth, If a man abide not in me, he is 
caſt forth as a branch, & withereth, & men ga- 
ther them & caſt them in the fire, & they burn. 
What a comtoꝛte is it then to al thoſe that be the 
Lopes toreade,how Chziſt ( whole pzayer wee 
may be ſure was heard ) hath prayed vnto his 
heaueuly father, Jab. 1 7. 23. that hee might be 
in them, & his father in him. that ſo they maie 
be made perfect iu one? 

And hereby we map beaſſured, that hee will 
linde the meanes ſo to marie himſelle in ſpirite 
vnta all the elect, that they ſhalbee ſure to bee v- 
nited vnto him, and made one in him, and — 
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them. It hath pleaſed the father, that in him 
ſhould al fulnes dwell, (af. 1.16. and yet ſuch 
is his goodnelle towardes his Church (in that 
hee hath taken vppon him to bee the redeemer 
thereof ) that he accounteth himſelfe as it were 
imperfect without his body the Church. a there 
foze it is ſaide to bee his fulnes, Epbeſ. 1. 23. 
TU bereupon it is,chat ye and his Church ioyned 
together by ſpirituall bondes appointed foꝛ that 
purpoſe as the head and body of ami be by natu- 
ral and bodily meanes, are accounted in the ſixht 
of God as one perfect man, whereof hee is the 
head, and the Church his body, as it is euident 
to the diligent n 3.1546. 1 C. 
12.1 2. &. G. 3 16. 

Theſe things thus conſidered may bjeeve in 
vs al here pꝛeſent ( and J hope they haue) an ear- 
neſt deſtre to knowe howe to get vnto this vnt- 
on and contunction with Chiſt, wherby we may 
be in him, and ſo to be the readier, when it ſhall 
pleaſe the Loꝛde to call vs hence, to die in him. 
And this is the thing that nowe nert wee haue 
to Conſider of. Concerning which we are to vn 
derſtand. that on Gods part offering this bleſſey 
vnion and fellowſhippe vnto vs, his outwarde 
meanes is the whole of his woꝛde and 
Dacraments . Foz we reade, Epheſ.g. that hee 
hath appointed it name ly to this end, to gather 
together his Saints, for the edification « __ 

y 
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of Chriſt, till we all mecte together vnto 
a1 man, & vatothe — age 
the fulnes of Chriſt, in the vnity of the faith, 
and knowledge ofthe ſonne of god, by whom 
all the body beeingcouped and knittetoge- 
ther by euery ioint for the furniture theroflac- 
cording wells effectuall power, which is in the 
meaſure of euery part) receaucthencreaſe of 
the body — tying ofit ſelſe in loue, 
ver ſe i 2. 13. 16. AndSaint Jah. 1. Eniſf. 1. 3. 
plainely confeſſeth, that the ende of his miniſte- 
ry and his fellowes the Apoſtles was this, ſay- 
ing. I hat which we haue hearde and ſeene, de- 
clare wee vnto you, that yee may alſo haue fel- 
lowſhippe with vs, and that ourtellowſhip alſo 
may bee with the father, and with the ſonne 
Ieſus Chriſt. By the wo2de pꝛeached generally 
the doctrine of this vnion is laive open to ſour 
eares: in the adminiſtration of the ſacramencs it 
is alſo, the better to make vs coembyaceit , not 
onelp (et befoze our eies, but conſirmed, parti⸗ 
cularly offered, and ratifyed vnto vs .

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the encreaſe, oz elſe the other will be to no pur- 
poſe, 1. Cor. 3. 6. 7. Nom the meanes on our part, 
whereby by the fozeſaide meanes we aze enabled 
to take & appꝛehend this vnion offered, is a ſound 

and a right faith in Chziſt Jeſus. J ſay ſound, 
becauſe it muſt be vnfeined: and right, becauſe 
it muſt not bee crronious , no} hereticall: in 
Chꝛiſt Jeſus, becaliſe co the appꝛehenſion of 
this fellowſhippe with Chꝛiſt, and conſequent- 
ly to all the mercies of GD D lapd vp fo2 vs in 
him, it is not enough to belecue either that he is, 
02 what he is, vnleſſe we bel:cue alſo rightly in 
him being ſuch a one But in this J ſpeake but 
ol them of ſufficient age and deſcretion. Foz, as 
fo2 childzen bozne in the Church, dying in their 
infancie, and others bozne and dying idiots in 
the lame, boꝛne of ſuch parents, as the cone.

dent. Foꝝ we read Jb. 1. 1 2. that as many as re- 
ceiued him, to them he gaue power to be made 
the ſonnes of God. Fo explanation whereof it 
followeth unmediatlp, cuch tothe that beleeue 
in his name. And EY... 17. Paul praieth, that 
Chriſt may dwell in their hearts by faith. And 
in the 4. chapter of that epiſtle 13. ye haue heard 
that by the vnity of faith and knoweledge of 
the ſonne of God we all meete together vnto 
a perfect man in Chriſt. 
And who ſo duely conſidereth, what is wꝛit⸗ 
ten in the 6,of Iohn, from the 27. verſe vnto the 
57. of the ſame , he ſhall there plainely ſinde the 
pꝛemiſes, whereupon this concluſion is directly 
to be inferred,ergoto cate the fleſh ofthe ſonne 
of man and to Tinke his bloud, isnothing elſe 
but to beleue in him, plainly ac large handled. 
Foz firſt there this p2opoſition is handled, that 
to eate the bread of life is to doe nothing elſe, 
but to beleeue in the ſon: # then this, but to eat 
the fleſh of the ſon of mã & to drink his bloudis 
nothing elſe, but to eat the bread oflife: wher⸗ 
upon it directly followeth, that therfore it is no- 
thing elſe to eatthe fleſh ofthe ſonne of ma & 
to drink his bloud, but to beleue in lum. hic 
alſo 
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alfa is tuident, in that you ſhall find in that chap- 
tet within the compalle of the fozeſaide vrrſes, 
the ſame hinges boch pzomiled to the eaters ann 
dꝛinkets ofChaiſtes fleſhe and'bloude, and ta the 
beleeuers in him, and alſo the ſame things thꝛeat⸗ 
ned to the not eaters and dzinkers thereof, which 
aretothenot beleeuers in him.

him is nothing elſe, but to beleeue in him, hee 
ſaieth in the ſteed thereof, Hee that beleeueth 
in me, as ſaith the Scripture, out of his bellie 
ſhall flowe riuers of waters of life. Andthere- 
foꝛe not without good ground ſaid Auguſtine, 
Crede & mandwcaſht, Bele eue and thou haſt ea- 
tea, Tract. 25. vpon lohn. And Tertullian de 
reſurrettione carnis ag. mʒiteth, that C hʒiſt is a- 
ditu dexorandns, & rummandus intellectu, & fide 
degerendas,that is, to be deuoured by hearing, to 
be chewed on by vnderſtanding, and to be di-

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Saane Oo that by all theſe pzoofes 
together wee ſee that Chyilt is reteiued by 
faith; tha that wee growe in him by faith, yeaco 
apertect man in Gods ſight, and laffly that bee 
is as ſuttiy app2ehended of vs by kaith to _ 
rituall maintenance in the woꝛde pzeached, and 
facramentes miniltrey (which are the dishes 
wherein one and the ſelfe-ſame Chziſt is offered 
vnto vs) as meate and dzinke being ſet befoze vs 
is taken in by eating 0x dzinking thereof to our 
tempozall nouriſhmcut, Mhereot the Sacra- 
ment ot Chzilkes body and bloud is a moſt elle · 
ctuall ratiſication, and particular confirmati- 
on to euery right receiner thereof by faith. If it 
wereotherwiſe that wee coulde not get to be in 
Ohiſt, and hee in vs by faich in him, but to ac- 
compliſhe this it were neceſſary bodily to take 
him into vs by the mouth of our bodies, then 
( fozaſmuch as there were neuer any that died 
that coulde be bleſſed, chat died not in him) all 
the good Patriarkes , Pzophets, and other 
ſeruantes of O D that died befoze hee had 
im humane body, muſt bee condemned. But 
the contrary thereof is eutdent, in that Abraham 
is placed in ſtate of ſaluation by Chriſt, Lak. 
16, 24. C. Vea and with — Iſaac, and 
Iacob, in the kingdome ofheauen, Luk.1 3.28, 
29. And therefoze Paul is bolde 1. Car. 10.3. 4. co 
lap ol them that were befoze Chyilt, that they all

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ate one ſpirituall meate, and drankethe ſame 
ſpirituall drinke., that we doe, Chriſt, which 
coulde not be otherwiſe effectually, but by bes 
leeuing aright in CHRIST, to come. Let 
vs therfoze labour by diligent vſe ol the meanes, 
that GOD hath appointed vs fo2 that purpoſe, 
to attaine to aright and ſounde faith in Chzif, 
and to nouriſhe it ſtill bythe vle of the ſame 
meanes , ſeeing thereby wee ſee it commeth to 
paſſe, that wee put on Chꝛiſt and be vnited vn⸗ 
to him, ſo that wee map bee laide { accozding 
to the vſuall phꝛaſe of the Scripture) to bee 
in him, and conſequently alwates found rea- 
dy to dye in hm.

as haue this faith we reade thus, Mat. 7. 22.23. 
Many wil ſay vnta me iii that day ( ſaith Chriſt) 
Lorde, Lorde, haue we not in thy name pro- 
phecied ? And by thy name caſt out Dmels? 
And done many great workes ? And then 
will I profeſſe to them, I neuer knewe you, de- 
part from me you workers of iniquitie. Nei- 
ther is it an hiſtozicall faith onely, whereby 
wee aſſent to the trueth of thoſe thinges that 
are mitten in the Scripture . Foz (no doubt 
of it) the very diuels of hell are enfoꝛced to peelo 
thus much to their ſmart and woe.

Foz they plainelp teach, that 
though to ſuch, their linnes be fozgiuen, yet con- 
cerning the penalty due therefoze, this is onely 
done, that by the merites of Chzilt, whereas it 
ſhould be eucrlaſting miſerie , nowe fo2 his me- 
rites God will be content to accept of a tempo» 
rary ſatisfaction ; and ſa partly foz that aud 
partly fo2 his ſonnes ſatis faction hee will ac - 
quite them.

Rhemiſtes in their notes vppon the 10. of Mar. 
bold that a Biſhoppes bleſſing will wipe them 
out; going on pilgrimage, offering of Candels 
to ſtocks & ſtones, and ſuch like deedes of deuo- 
tion inioyned by a Ghoſtly Father in wate of pe⸗ 
naunce; pea ſaping offiue due Maries, thzee 
Pater naſters, and thꝛee Creedes are counted of 
them good meanes of ſatis actions to deliuer the 
beleeuer from that which the pꝛetious # bloudp 
ſatisfaction of Chziſt hath not deliuered him fr. 
And which is of al the reſt moſt abſurd, a uumber 
of th as it is too wel known by their attẽpts, 4 
p2actiſes both in Englande and elſe where), 
are growen to bee of this opinion, that traite⸗ 
rouſlie and treacherouſlie co murther their 
naturall Pꝛince, foz that hee o2 ſhee fauozeth 
not the Popiſhe faith, is become nowe a 
meanes to merite and to obcapne plenarte re- 
miſſion of all ſinne, ro the partie that will 
bazarde his life to doe it, and pet this they wil 
not graunt that the beleeuer in Jeſus Chuſt 
canne hauc, by Chziſtes dying a moſt bitter 
death.

Dow ſap pou then co manyfold afflictions, and in 
the ende to death,laid vppon them, that belreue, 
ſap they? J auſweare,that theſe are no ſatiſ- 
factions to God foz ſinnes already commit- 
ted, but they are his fatherly chaſtiſements, to 
admoniſh vs to repent vs of ſinnes paſte, and to 
take herd of ſinne hereafter . And they are both 
occaſionsto them to exerciſe theit vertues,and to 
thoſe that are without inſtructibs to take herd of 
going on in wir kednes , ſeeing the Lozd ſochaſli- 
ſeth his owne houſe. And as foz death, the tinge 
therot is taken awapigreſpect ofſuch;ſop bow - 
ſoeuer it be t; remain the rewarde ol lin to the vn- 
r, pet to thẽ v helene, it is but pᷣ laſt ſtrok 
ofy battel, & as the doze thozow which they paſſe 
fra this wo2lve full of miſery to the next full of 
ſoy and felicity.

in purga- the fire of purgatoꝛp, ſo they ouerthzow al the re. 
tote, de- liefe, which the papiſts haue deuiſed; and pet vſe 
ſpiſed. to teleeue the ſoules, that be there. Foꝛ we reade 
here, that their own works d ĩ ha a attom- 
pany them:and all theſe their reliefes conſiſteth 
of that which others doe fon them, when they bee 
dead, and here is no pzomile , that any 1 
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ſhall followe them but their owne . And therc- 
foe S. Paul 2· Cor.. ro- miteth that we muſt 
be all manifeſted before the iudgement ſeate 
of Chriſt, that euery manne may receme the 
thinges done in his owne body , according 
tothat,which he hath done, bee it good, or e- 
uill. Now if when ſoules ſhall apprare in iudge- 
ment with their bodpes eue ry on? be but to te 
ceiue accozding as he hath done in bis owne bo- 
dp, is it not moſt euident that in the meane time 
what ſo euer is done to2 ſoules departed hence 
by others; it ſhall neuer benefite them? And ther⸗ 
foze heere the ſpirite of God woul de not conifoꝛt 
them that dye in the Loꝛd with that Popiſh come 
fozte, that thinges doone foz them by others, 
when they be dead, ſhould alſo follow them:one⸗ 
lpe he telleth them that their owne wozkes ſhall 
go with them. And pet his purpoſe beeing to 
comfozte them in the beſt and molt effeccuall 
manner without all doubt, if hee coulde in truth 
haue comfozted them with that, he woulde not 
haue omitted it.

O therefoze the ſpiritual craftines 
ol poperpe, firſt in deuyſing that there is a thirde 
place betweene hell and heauen, oz a meane 
place called Purgatozy toꝛ ſoules departed to go 
vnto befoze they goe to heauen:and then in inuen 
ting ſuch a reliefe foʒ them when they were gone 
thither by others. Foz by the firlk they put ſoules 
departing into ſuch feare, that they cared not 
what they gaue, depʒiued their heires, wines, 
and other childꝛen ol, to buy at;their handes their 
—— ,wherby they wonder · 
Up to the ſpoile of others inriched themſelues: 
E by the latter they greatly occaſioned men to be 
flackein godlines, i looſe in lite. whiles health la 


Kev vpon hope of this pꝛouiion in the end, * 
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ſoleydchem from the p2eſent faith in Chꝛiſt to a 
faith in thele chings, and conſequently murthe- 
red their ſoules,4 pet marueilouſlyinriched them 
ſelues. hereby they haue pꝛoued themſelues to 
be the cruelleſt, cunningeſt, and greateſt theeves, 
that euer were in the wozid.Thep map well pze+ 
tend Scriptures, fat hers # reaſons foz this their 
deuiſe, thereby to bleare the ties of the (imple, it 
is ſo-paſſing gaine full vnto them: but in decv and 
truch the very onely roote and fountaine thereof 
was inſatiable couetouſnes to inrich themſelues 
they cared not how, and intollerable ambition to 
lift vp themlelues into credit among the people, 
in that thus they made thẽ beleeue it lay in their 
hands eo eaſe them ot the paines of Purgatop, 
to ſend the to heauen. As foz ſcriptures Roffenſis 
Perionius, & Soto art infozced to confeſſe ( pet 
they were great papiſts)theyhaue none plain en. 
ough to pꝛoue it. And how can they, ſeeing Chiiff 
the father of the ſcriptures hath diuided al mT but 
into two ſoꝛts, beleeuers in him, and not belee- 
uers in him, lahm. 3 f. and hath told vs there are 
two waics only, the one broade leading to hell 
and the ot her ſtreite, leading to heauen, Nat. 
7-1 3.14. Lc. 3. 24. placing ( foꝛ further expli- 
cation ot his minde concerning the ſkate of thoſe 
two ſoꝛts ot mẽ taking p one of thoſe two waies) 
Lazarus an eriple of the one ſozt ſtreight in ioy 
and felicity, and the rich glutton example of the 
other 
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other ſoꝛt ſtreight in hell after death Lok, 16. 
Aud true ly as toz Fathers to pꝛoue their purga· 
tozp withal they are toſeeke alſo. Some of them 
(as Origen g his folowers)tmagin apurgatozy, 
th2zough which both good & bad ſhal go, & wherin 
the wicked and the dinell alſo after the iudgemtt 
tn the ende after long toꝛmentes ſhall be ſaued. 
Thich beaſtly hereſie Aug. wozthilp condfnerh 
x confuceth in diuerſe places, as they well know, 
And J am ſure they will not hold ſuch a purgato⸗ 
ry neither. Some other as Theodor. Occumenins, 
Aleninus)talke of a purgatoꝝp fire at the laſt day 
where with Chziſt ſhall come, when he commech 
in lozp,as they imagine:thzough which al (hall 
paſſe: but this is not their purgatoꝛy:neither is it 
anp thing but a meere phuſie indeed. Some other 
among whom Aug. is (as they take it) the chtefe 
man, ſeeme ſomewhat to allow their purgatozie: 
but indeed the chiefe places which they cite out of 
him foz it, are ſuch, where he ſpcaketh but doubt; 
fully as thus, For ſiren verum elf: non off mcredibile: 
As ſit quæri poteſt: that is, perhaps it is ſo: Itu 
not altogether incredible: It map be a queſti- 
on, whether there be any ſuch plate oꝛ no, as in 
his booke de Craitate Dei lib. 21. cap. 26. & En- 
chirid.cap.69, And pet in diuers other plates (be- 
like better aduiſer, and moꝛe ſett led) he flatly de- 
ter mineth, that there is no ſuch third place. Foz 
in a lermon ot his de vπ˖te huuus ſac ul, J — 


— 
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thus, Scitote vor quod cũ anima 4 corpore anellitur 
ſtatim in paradiſs collocatur , aut in mferni tartara 
pracipitatur, that is, Knowe yee, that when the 
ſoule is taken from the body either by and by 
it is placed in paradiſe, or thrown into Hell. And 
in hie Hypognoſticon the 5.booke he ſaith thus, 
The firſt place the Catholike faith by Gods au- 
thoritie beleeueth to be the kingdome of hea- 
uen, the ſecond place that ſame catholike faith 
belceuethto be hell, here all tunnagates and 
all that are without the faith of Chriſt ſhall taſt 
euerlaſting puniſhment. As for any third place 
penitus rgnoramnt,that is. we vtterly know none 
ſaith he, neither ihal we finde in the holy ſcrip- 
tures that there is any ſuch. And in his booke de 
peccatorum meritis, lil. ca. 2 . he hath theſe woꝛds 
Nos eſt vilrullus medius locus vt poſſit eſſe niſi. cum 
diabolo qui non eft cum Chriſte there is no middle 
place foz any, but that he muſt neeves be with 
the diuel if not with Chꝛiſt. And truely fo2 the re⸗ 
leeuing of ſoules departed by things done fo2 thẽ 
here by others as you haue heard the ſcriptures 
are againſt chem,ſo the fathers be alſo. Foz Au- 
guſtine ſaith flatly to Heſichius Ey. 80. In 
what ſtare thy dying day findeth thee, the laſt 
day alſo ſhall come vpon thee, And Hicrom. 
vpon the 9.of Eccie/ before alleadged.gathereth 
that there can nothing bee added io the dead 
by any thing done hereafter, And accopingiy 
wzi⸗ 
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waiteth Cyprian de mortelirate,(aping, Quals to 
inuent Deus cũ binc enocat,tale pariter & indicat, 
that is, In what ſtate God findeth thee whe he 
calleth thee hence, ſucha one he wil alſo iudge 
thee. Indeed they may haue theſe fathers, the hea 
then philoſopher Plato in his Gorgia, Homer in 
bis 1.# 3.Odyl, Virgil in his 6.book of A Eneid 
Ouid in his 2. Faſtorũ, Ariſtotle, the Alcoran, 
ſuch like to fetch their purgatoꝛy ftom, others of 
anp ſound credit they haue none. And as foz their 
reaſons they are but diſcourſes of their own wit, 
oz of others like themſelues laſte befoze named. 
And their beſt are, when they are dziuen to the 
vtmoſt, but counterfait wzitings of fathers fal- 
flp bearing their names, and wꝛiten by ſome of 
their owne crew of later time, falſe tales, lying 
apparitions of men and diuels. Fo02 rather than 
Purgatozy ſhalbe left without an autho2,the di⸗ 
uell ſhalbe he, and they will make muchofhis au⸗ 
thozity alſo. Fox they wꝛite in Lombardica hi- 
ſtoria, that Saint Odilio at Vulcania of Sicilia 
bearing that the howlinges and cries of Diuels 
were hard mourning, chat ſoules were takt from 
them after their departure out of the body by 
the almes #p2aiers oftheir friendes lining; cau- 
ſed the feaſt of the comemozation of the dead fo 
the reliefe ofſoules in purgato)y to be oꝛdeined. 
Thecruthis,dearly beloued, that their doctrine 
in this point is ſuch, that if ten thouſand angels 

any 
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and al the fathers ſhould tel vs that it were true, 
we ought to bold both them and theit alſertiũ ac- 
curſed, it is ſo blaſphemous and inturious to the 
pꝛecious boud- ſhed ot Jeſus Chꝛiſt, the ouly pur⸗ 
gatoꝛy indeed both of ſoul and body. F o2 to main 
tain this they firſt muſt hold that the merites and 
ſatisfactions of Chʒiſt are not ſufficienc ofthem- 
ſelues,and by themſelues (without theſe paines 
(uffering in purgatozy alſo, and this other relief) 
to ſaue the ſoule of the beleeuer in him. Scconvs 
ly they mult hold, that in the bloud of Chziſt the 
beleeuer hath foꝛgiuenes of ſinnes, but not of the 
puniſhment due theretoze. Thirdly that God is 
ſuch a God as willpuniſh a ſoule with ſuch hel⸗ 
liſh to2ments fo2 the lame ſinnes, which he hath 
already foꝛgiuen in his ſonne, and therfore pro- 
miſed to remember no more, Heb.to0.17 . And 
laſtly they muſt attribute power to do that to the 
paines of purgatoꝛp, and to this their reliefe, chat 
they talke of, which they hold the bloud of Chꝛiſt 
hath not done without theſe to ſuch. Pon ſee ther⸗ 
foe that theſe fellowes that are ſo buſy in purga⸗ 
tozy are wel woꝛthy fo their labour to finde no⸗ 
thing els whe they depart, but hell and helliſh toꝛ⸗ 
ments. And no doubt of ic they ſell heauen ſo faſt 
to others,that(ifthey repent not ) there wil be no 
place els left fo2 them but hell. But to lcaue them
